Some persons unaware of the 
tpe facts of the situation let it 
oe known to some daily papers 
that water pressure at Monday’s 
fire was inadequate. The actual 
reverse is true as the pressure 
was so strong that it required 1 six 
men at times to control the hoses 
and keep the streams of water 
pouring into the fire. 

Mr. Percy Dickieson, of Inter¬ 
national Co., authorized the two 
mine pumps to go into action and 
Mr. Irvin Frew and Joe Malan- 
chuk cleared the ice from the in¬ 
take at the Crows Nest River so 
that ample water could flow un¬ 
molested into the intake. 

It is Ibelieved that due to there 
being no telephone communication 
into 'Coleman the papers were 
seeking the occasional bit of in¬ 
formation from Blairmore sources 
o' augment that emanating from 
Coleman. 


Mean And Thoughtless 
People 


Monday evening under cover of 
darkness two persons carrying 
dishes in their arms were stopped 
near the CPR depot and relieved 
Of the stolen goods by alert fire¬ 
fighters whose jab also was to 
stop looting of the burnt out build- 
buildings. 

The dishes belonged to Mrs. D. 
Gentile whose loss was severe 
enough without mean and thought¬ 
less people adding to that loss by 
petty thievery. 

The loss suffered by all the fire 
victims is heartbreaking. Rather 
than try to see what they can dis¬ 
cover and take away for nothing 
it would be to the everlasting 
credit of those people seen scrum¬ 
maging through the debris and 
citizens generally to dig into their 
pockets and help the more deserv¬ 
ing of the fire victims.

Aware that the fire is supposed 
to have started in his hardware 
Mr, W. Dutil is unable to throw 
any light on how the fire could 
have started. 

He stated that he had gone to 
the store at 1 p.m. Sunday and 
banked the furance and that every¬ 
thing was in order and since the 
evening was quite mild he did not 
go down to replenish the furnace 
with coal. He can’t understand 
how the fire could have started, 
as it is supposed to have done in 
the furniture department since 
there were no material present 
that could have burst into flame 
on its own. A small neon sign hung 
near the window but he discounts 
that starting the fire.

premises on fire and rushed to the 
front of their store. Here they 
saw the reflection of the fire in 
the hardware playing on the 
Grand Union windows across the 
street. Mike Hutculah and Sam 
Riva then came into the building 
and aided them across the street 
where temporary shelter was giv¬ 
en by Mr. and Mrs. Riva. Mr. Riva 
saved one of his two barber chairs. 

By this time the fire was raging 
unchecked and other occupants in 
the path of the fire were to be 
seen hurrying from buildings. The 
fire alarm awakened union secre¬ 
tary Bill White who reached the 
scene at 3.50 a.m. He immediate- 
got help to remove the hall’s new 
piano and salvage Union records. 
Wilfred Dutil, manager of Cole¬ 
man Hardware, the- business be¬ 
ing owned by his mother at Blair¬ 
more, was awakened at 4 a.m. by 
Mrs. L. S. Ricftards who went to 
his home to notify him. Wilf. im¬ 
mediately rushed to the scene but 
was unable to salvage anything 
from the building that was a rag¬ 
ing inferno. There were drums of 
coal oil, linseed oil, turpentine 
and varsol in the building in addi¬ 
tion to many gallons of paint and 
boxes of cartridges. The bullets 
were heard to explode and sud¬ 
denly there was a large explosion 
as the oil barrels split open. The 
oil and paint helped to feed the 
flames to greater intensity. 

All this time gusts of wind esti¬ 
mated roughly at fifty miles an 
hour were fanning the flames. At 


the height of the fire the flames 
were so intense that they drove 
the fire fighters back and the wind 
was so strong that it took the 
heavy streams of water coming 
from the fire hoses and bent them 
so that they failed to hit the burn¬ 
ing buildings. 

FLAMES REACHED 
ACROSS STREET 

It is stated that when the sec¬ 
ond storey of Coleman Hardware 
fell that it fell on the front of 
the building and that flame shot 
straight across the street to the 
Grand Union hotel. 

The buildings were old and tin¬ 
der dry and despite the heroic ef¬ 
forts of Coleman fire brigade and 
the volunteer fire brigade called 
from Blairmore plus many volun¬ 
teer workers there was little they 
could do as the fire swiftly ate in¬ 
to one building after another. 
There wis no time to save any¬ 
thing in any store. The Williams 
and Weir families just got out in 
time, the Weirs grabbing a few 
items of clothing. 

Mr. and Mrs. Williams and fam¬ 
ily and Mrs. Williams’ mother lost 
approximately $4,000 in personal 
effects. Two radios, new stove, 
piano, washing machine, diamond 
rings, watches, clothes, etc. went 
up in smoke. They only came to 
Coleman on Dec v 15, 1047 and had 
invested practically all their cap¬ 
ital in their new business. The 


PALACE THEATRE 

The Purnell Brothers were on 
the scene almost as soon as the 
fire was discovered but they were 
unable to salvage a thing. All 
their equipment such as seats • 
and machinery is attached to the 
floor. They estimated the value 
of the building and equipment at 
$35,000. It is only a few weeks ago 
that they installed $3,000 of new 
recording equipment and it is now 
a total loss. 

IFire chief Wm. Antle had high 
praise for the men who worked 
so hard to check the fire. Five 
streams of water were kept con¬ 
stantly pouring on the flames and 
the Chief found it necessary to 
change hose crews at intervals. 
Often he found it difficult to get 
men to relinquish their hose to 
take a rest. 

Sunday evening the Red Cross 
Blood Bank clinic stopped in town 
enroute to Creston. The nurses 
immediately upon being informed 
af the fire donned warm clothing 
and then started a service of cof¬ 
fee, sandwiches and cigarettes to 
the firefighters which was greatly 
appreciated by the firefighters and 
the town council. 

Telephone lines from Coleman 
to Central at Blairmore were soon 
cut. By some freak of chance the 
trans-Canada wires remained un¬ 
damaged, only one wire which 
happened to have been dispensed 
with a few weeks ago was dam¬ 
aged and thus failed to halt com-

— Leslie Thomson, 
18, only girl lightkeeper on the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia coast has resigned from 
her post on windswept Pine Island 
Light, Queen Charlotte Sound, in 
favor of her brother, Alan. 

Leslie, two years ago at the age 
of 16, became assistant lightkeeper 
when her father took over the light¬ 
house. 

It is believed that when she got 
her last pay cheque, government offi¬ 
cials did not know Leslie Thomson, 
who stood a lonely night vigil seven 
days a week, was a girl. 

The attractive, black-haired girl 
was christened “Leslie” and when the 
lightkeeping service wanted an as¬ 
sistant, officials checked the family 
list. They thought his “young son 
Leslie” was just the man for the job, 
and so she was appointed. 

Smilingly, Leslie said she loved the 
sea, the light and even the seagulls. 

Only visitor to the island is the 
supply ship which comes once month¬ 
ly if it isn’t too stormy. But Leslie 
said she had dozens of friends she 
saw every day. Coastal boats steam¬ 
ed past and blasted he!.o whistles. 
At night the friendly winking lights 
of passing steamers kept her com¬ 
pany. 

Leslie is as proud of the lightkeep¬ 
ing tradition as her grandfather was 
before her. For many years he, and 
her own father as a boy, kept the 
famous Scottish light of Islesecrae, 
first landfall of the wartime ferry i 
pilots trans-Atlantic trips to Eng- !

SHEPHERD’S PIE OR SCALLOPED 1 
MEAT 

2 cups chopped, cooked meat 
2 cups mashed potato 
2 cups left-over gravy 
1 teaspoon salt 
Ve teaspoon pepper 
Vs teaspoon paprika 
1 teaspoon onion juice 
1 or 2 tablespoons butter 
It is unnecessary to follow above 
proportions. Use available amounts 
of meat and potato, and gravy, and 
season to taste. Line bottom of but¬ 
tered baking dish with well beaten 
mashed potato (either hot or left¬ 
over), Add thick layer of meat and 
gravy, then layer of potato, until dish 
is full. Make the top crust of po- 
■ tato. Dot with bits of butter. Or, 
meat and gravy may be placed in " 
lower part of baking dish with single 
thick layer of mashed potato for the 
crust. Stiffly beaten egg white may 
be folded into mashed potatoes be¬ 
fore adding to meat, if desired. Bake 
in hot oven till potatoes are brown, 
or if cold potatoes have been used, 
till thoroughly heated and browned. 
Crumbs, macaroni or rice may be 
substituted for potatoes.

Suicide Note Left For Police In 
Bellevue’s Triple Killing; .32 Rifle 
Borrowed From Friend 


Having listened for three hours 
to detailed evidence submitted toy 
officers of the R.C.M.P., Blairmore 
detachment, and numerous wit¬ 
nesses a coroner’s jury at Belle- 
on Saturday afternoon brought in 
the following verdict: “That Wal¬ 
ter Nibsinsky came to his death 
in the vicinity of the Miners’ 
Union hall, Bellevue, Feb. 5, 1948, 
at 7.15 p.m. as the result of a 
gunshot wound of the right chest 
inflicted by a gun in the hands of 
George Trifanenko.” “ That Fran¬ 
ces Trifanenko came to her death 
in the residence of Walter Nib¬ 
sinsky on Feb. 5 1948, at approx¬ 
imately 7.15 p.m. as the result of 
a fractured skull and lacerated 
(brain caused toy gunshot wound 
inflicted by a gun in the hands of 
'George Trifanenko.” “That George 
Trifanenko came to his death in 
the residence of Walter Nibsinsky, 
on IFebruary 5, 1948, at 11.15 as 
the result of a self inflicted gun 
shot wound which fractured the 
skull and lacerated the brain.” 
Thus came to a close the worst 
crime in the history of the hamlet 
of Bellevue. 

Saturday’s hearing was the re¬ 
sumption of the postponed Coron¬ 
er’s jury hearing Which took place 
Friday, Feb. 6, the day following 
the triple slaying at Bellevue of 
George and Frances Trifanenko 
and brother-in-law Walter Nibs¬ 
insky and the serious wounding of 
Mrs. Helen Nibsinsky which had 
originated from domestic trouble 
between the Trifanenkos. 

>Sgt. Murray and Constable Wm. 
Shields, otf the R.C.'M.P. detach¬ 
ment, Blairmore, occupied the wit¬ 
ness stand for over an hour sub¬ 
mitting numerous exhibits per¬ 
taining to the crime and present¬ 
ing evidence which led up to the 
offence and the actual shooting 
itself. Pictures, maps, rifles, live 
and dead shells, letters, etc. were 
submitted as exhibits. They told 
of being informed of the crime by 
Dr. George Woolf, of Bellevue, of 
arriving at the scene and finding 
the dead body of Mrs. Frances Tri¬ 
fanenko and George Trifanenko 
who was slowing dying. Death 
came to the latter in Nibsinsky’s 
home at 11.15 that evening, four 
hours after the offence. A .32 
calibre rifle lay between Frances 
and George Trifanenko. 

Constable Shields introduced a 
letter, which toe later proved to 
have been written by George Tri¬ 
fanenko, showing that the murd¬ 
ers had been planned some hours 
prior to their taking place. The 
letter read: 

“To The Police, 

‘‘Everything I own should be 
sold and put in the bank and given 
to the kids when .they are 18 of 
age. The stuff I got I am leaving 
to Charlie Trifanenko in his care 
and is to sell and put the money in 
the bank. I am going to kill this 3 
people for interfering in my live 
and making my wife leave me. I 
can’t stand it any more so I figure 
that this is the best way out.” The 
letter was unsigned. 

Dr. 'Geo. Woolf told of prepar¬ 
ing to go out when he heard 
someone run down his pathway 
and come into his home without 
knocking. She cried “George shot 
his wife and shot me too!” He 
later got to know she was Mrs. 
Helen Nibsinsky and upon exam¬ 
ining her found she had a bullet 
wound on left side of the chest. 
She was visibly disturbed and suf¬ 
fered shock. He immediately took 
her to hospital. At the hospital he 
phoned the R.C.M.P. A phone call 
came to the hospital that someone 
had been hurt at the Union hall. 
He first decided to visit the Nibs¬ 
insky dwelling and upon entering 
the house 'found the dead body of 
Frances and the wounded and dy¬ 
ing George. Examination of the 
latter revealed that he was beyond 
medical help. He then went to the 
union hall where he found Walter 
Nibsinsky stretched on a bench. 
Life was extinct upon examina¬ 
tion. At approximately 11 p.m. 
that day life expired from George 
Trifanenko, he still being in the 
Nilb'sinsky home. Post mortems 
were made of the three bodies 
later and the bullets removed 
Prom the respective bodies. Dr. 
Woolf then gave cause of death in 
each instance which was copied 
into the jury’s verdict. On Feb. 11 
the bullet was removed from Mrs. 
Helen Nibsinsky who is still a pa¬ 
tient in the Bellevue hospital. 

'Wasyl Ponych, father of the 
two womed, told of the day prior 
to the shooting when Trifanenko 
had come to his home, hit Mrs. 
Ponych with his closed fist on the 
arm and taken the eldest child. 
There had been an argument. His 
first intimation of the shooting 
was when someone came and told 
him Walter was dead in the union 
hall. He went to the hall, saw 
Walter on the bench, took posses¬ 
sion of Walter’s rifle which was 
beside him along with some shells 
and took them home. 

He then went to Nibsinsky’s 
home where he met Charles Tri¬ 
fanenko and both men stayed 
there along with the three child¬ 
ren in the home until the arrival 
of the police. He stated Frances 
and George had been separated 
about a week. 

The inquest was adjourned a 
short time while the jury, coroner, 
and police went to the Bellevue 
hospital to question Mrs. Helen 
Nibsinsky. The latter told of what 
had actually happened and the 


fact she saw George shoot his 
wife, herself and himself but She 
did not see her own husband be¬ 
ing shot. 

'Charles Trifanenko, of Leth¬ 
bridge, told of his brother having 
come to his home in the vicinity 
of Lethbridge and prevail upon 
him to come to.the Pass and en¬ 
deavor to get Frances to come 
back home. They returned to Belle¬ 
vue on Feb. 3. The young couple 
had domestic trouble three years 
ago when Frances had threatened 
to shoot herself. They had not 
separated on that occasion and 
Charles had been responsible for 
them remaining together. He told 
of seeing George write something 
in the writing tablet the after¬ 
noon of the offence but did not 
know what the subject was. He 
recognized the handwriting as 
that of his brother. He told of 
playing pool in George’s pool room 
when he was told that George was 
dying in Nibsinsky’s home. He 
rushed there immediately, saw 
what had taken place and then 
gathered the children who were 
present and took them into the 
kitchen where he remained until 
the police arrived. 

Mrs. M. Wyatt, of Bellevue, 
told of hearing a woman shout, 
then a shot and seeing a man run 
down the alleyway towards town. 
When she got to the main street 
sihe saw a man laying on the 
ground in front of the theatre. 
When running down the alley the 
man had carried a gun. 

Mr. W. B. McDonald, told of 
being enroute to the show. Had 
observed a man laying on the 
ground with a few boys standing 
around. Told the man had fallen 
down and hit his head on a parked 
car and knocked himself out. He, 
aided toy the boys, packed the man 
to the union hall where they plac¬ 
ed him on a bench. He recognized 
the rifle carried by Nibsinsky and 
stated when it was brought into 
the hall he had noticed the ham¬ 
mer was up. There were five live 
shells in the gun which he re¬ 
moved. The gun was given to W. 
Ponych who said it belonged to a 
relative. He then phoned for a 
doctor and went to the show. 

Stephen Hudois told of George 
Trifanenko coming to his home in 
company with a Harry Anderson. 
He had asked the loan'of the igun 
.32 for the purpose of butchering 
a steer. The gun had Ibeen given 
along with six or seven shells,*, 

Margaret Hudois told of George 
Trifanenko coming back to the 

house later that evening a f t* * . I p to 

husband, Stephen, had left and 
asking for more shells as he had 
lost those first given him. She had 
given him five more. 

The jury was out for three- 
quarters of an hour before re¬ 
turning with its verdict. 

Bull Moose Shot 
Near Town 

Two Men Fined for Having 

Illegal Meat; Game Wardens 

Seek Guilty Party 

A bull moose was shot down by 
some unknown persons in Pelle¬ 
tier’s valley south of Graftontown 
two weeks ago. The game war¬ 
den came upon the offence when he 
stopped two men and searched 
their bags containing meat from 
the animal. They told him where 
the animal’s carcass lay and ex¬ 
amination revealed that from 500 
to 600 pounds of meat had already 
been carried away. 

The two men were brought into 
court and fined. 

There is no open season on 
Moose in this area and the game 
wardens are endeavoring to pro¬ 
tect these large animals as best 
they can.

At such a time, it would be well for Canadians to 
give consideration to the many problems which these people must face in 
adjusting themselves to the life here, and to interest themselves in helping 
the newcomers to become good citizens of Canada. Attention has been 
given to this matter by the government and by various voluntary agencies, 
but none of these efforts can be entirely successful unless they receive sym¬ 
pathetic public support. It is now realized that in the past tjjp. little inter¬ 
est was taken in foreign-born residents once they had been admitted to the 
Country and consequently they tended to form their own groups, instead of 
assimilating themselves with the rest of the population. 


Cow Owned By Rockwood 
Holsteins Of St. Norbert 
Establishes New High 
For Butterfat Production 

Amulree Baroness Pietje, a pure¬ 
bred Holstein cow owned by Rock- 
wood Holsteins, St. Norbert, Man., 
has just established a Canadian re¬ 
cord for butterfat production for two 
consecutive yearly tests on three 
times-a-day milking. Starting on 
test as an eight year old she produc¬ 
ed in 365 days 1,098 pounds fat from 
26,070 pounds milk, average test 4.21 
per cent, butterfat and now has just 
finished her next yearly test with 
1,259 pounds fat from 32,080 pounds 
milk (3.92 per cent, butterfat) for a 
two lactation total of 2,357 pounds 
fat from 58,150 pounds milk. Not 
only is this the largest two lactation 
butterfat record ever made by a 
Canadian Holstein on three timc-a- 
day milking but it stands second re¬ 
gardless of timfis milked daily hav¬ 
ing been beaten only by the total of 
2,357 pounds fat from 58,150 pounds 
milk made on four times-a-day milk¬ 
ing in 1922 and 1923 by DeKol Plus 
Segis Dixie, owned by Hon. D. Ray¬ 
mond, Vaudreiuil, Que. 

The only Holstein in the world 
ever to surpass on three times-a-day 
milking the latest yearly record of 
1,259 pounds fat made by Baroness, 
was Montvic Rag Apple Colantha Ab- 
bekerk who in 1941 established her 
world championship record of 1,263 
pounds fat from 29,208 pounds of 
milk at Mount Victoria Farms, Hud¬ 
son Heights, Que. Canada thus has 
the honor of having the two top Hol¬ 
stein cows of the world on three 
times-a-day milking. It will be noted 
that the butterfat record of Baroness 
is just five pounds below that of the 
champion. Her milk record stands 
fourth in Canada.

Operators And 
Union Sign New 
Wage Agreement 

Western Canada Bituminous 
Coal Operators association and 
district ‘ 18, United Mine Workers 
of America, signed an agreement 
this morning whereby both sides 
agree to a $2 a day pay increase 
for miners and a two-cent in¬ 
crease in the operators’ contribu¬ 
tion to the miners’ welfare fund 
from three to five cents a ton. 

The agreement will be effective 
from today and union officials 
agreed to “recommend” an im¬ 
mediate return to- work of the 
4,000 miners affected in the Cole¬ 
man, Blairmore, Cadomin, Can- 
more and Nordegg mining areas, 
who have been on strike since Jan¬ 
uary 13. 

The tentative agreement was 
announced at 11 a.m. today in a 
joint statement by Angus Morris¬ 
on, secretary-treasurer of District 
18, and William Whittaker, secre¬ 
tary of the operators’ association. 

The operators also agreed to 
withdraw their appeal to the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada against 
the decision of the Appeal 'Court 
of Alberta which declared legal 
the union’s action in terminating 
the agreement on Dec. 3. 

Union officers and policy com¬ 
mittee have agreed to recommend 
a return to work of the mine 
workers on the understanding 
that the changes will be embodied 
in a new agreement which will be 
referred to the miners^for accept¬ 
ance or rejection^

nesday and voted in a ratio of 
5 to 1 in favor of the agree¬ 
ment and going back to work.
